REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the citizens of 
Raymond: 


It is a pleasure to submit the annual report of the schools of 
Raymond for the year ending February, 1943. 

The past year has been one big battle to keep the schools 
open, properly staffed, heated, and supplied with books and 
supplies. With an acute shortage of teachers, labor and mater- 
ials, gasoline and tires, an undreamed of number of reports and 
red tape, and several periods of rationing, life for the super- 
intendent of schools has not had hours enough in which to ac- 
complish the amount of work to be done. As the months have 
passed since the beginning of the war, the amount of detail and 
survey work essential to conduct of the war, has been increas- 
ingly assigned to us to do, and the future seems to hold no let 
up in this work. This work is assigned to the school departments 
because every corner of the country can be reached with a min- 
imum of effort by the Federal government. 

The cost of books and supplies has increased in some cases 
beyond the general cost of living. Some supplies and books can 
not be obtained and all are very slow in being delivered. Labor 
for necessary maintenance has been impossible to secure in some 
cases. | have had to visit rationing boards for gas for convey- 
ance of scholars, and the O. D. T. on account of certificates of 
War Necessity. These are a few of the difficulties which have 
been overcome during the past year. 

The stove at the Small School became broken and unfit for 
use. At that time all box stoves, and stoves of all kinds, for coal 
or wood, were frozen in the dealers’ hands. Oil circulators were 
the only stoves or heating equipment to be had, as not even 
second-hand stoves suitable for the size of the school room could 
be found. Therefore, an oil-circulator was installed at this school. 
Some time later, some stoves were released by the government. 

The children of the North Raymond School are being con- 
veyed to the school at West Poland, conveyance being furnished 
by Elliot Tripp. The schools at East Raymond and Raymond Vil-

lage are overcrowded with all nine grades. It seems probable 
that more children will enter these schools when the weather be- 
comes warmer. | 

Arrangements were made for clinics to be held sometime the 
last of October or the first of November for the children, but up 
to this time they have not been held, due to the shortage of 
medical help. , 

With a few exceptions, the understanding and the support of 
the citizens of Raymond in these difficult and hitherto unknown 
times have been wonderful. Through the radio and the press, 
the citizens will be informed of new difficulties for the schools 
to face in the future. We hope that you will continue to under- 
stand and to support the efforts of the school officials, teachers 
and selectmen of this town to carry on the necessary and essen- 
tial services with a lack of nearly everything usually thought ne- 
cessary to the maintenance of these services. We shall all per- 
form all the duties assigned to us to the best of our individual 
abilities and the circumstances surrounding these duties.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public Health Nursing is concerned with securing and main- 
taining better health for all members of the community. Recog- 
nizing that whatever is done to assure physical and mental 
health during maternity, infancy, childhood, and youth will af- 
fect the future adult population. Emphasis has been placed on 
work with these groups. 


Monthly visits were made to expectant mothers to urge early 
medical care, to assist the patient in their care and to report to 
physician the patient’s general condition. 


Visits were made to infants and preschool children to urge 
regular care, early vaccination against smallpox and diphtheria, 
and to assist the mother in planning a daily schedule for the 


child. 


The public health nurse assisted J. M. Bischoffberger, M. D. 
with the school examinations, tuberculosis patch tests were ap- 
plied and seven children who had a positive reaction were 
x-rayed and we are glad to report that all were found negative. 


A clinic was held in the spring to offer vaccination against 
smallpox and immunization against diphtheria with a very good 
attendance. ‘ 


The formation of a local health committee would aid the pub- 


- lic health nurse in her work and interpret the nurse’s service to 


the community. 


| wish to express my appreciation also to all other individuals 
who have assisted with the program, especially the busy physi- 
cians. It is to be hoped that the health work will be increased 
during the coming year.

REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


During the past year the Raymond Fire Department has been 
organized. Due to the kindness of the Knights of Pythias a fire 
barn has been constructed in the basement of the hall. All of 
the labor and most of the material has been donated and the 
cost to the town has been very small. 


A 1940 Chevrolet Truck was puchased and taken to the mill 
of Willard Libby where a body was built, with Mr. Libby donat- 
ing practically all of the material and giving us the services of 
some of his workmen. All labor on the truck body was donated. 
The truck is now equipped with a 500 gallon Maxim Pumper 
which is powered by a Chrysler Marine Motor, a small Pacific 
Pumper with a capacity of 64 gallons a minute and weighing 
only 70 pounds, for fires where the truck cannot be driven close 
to the water, (this pump is the same as used by the State Fire 
Wardens for Forest Fires) a 150 gallon Booster Tank, which was 
furnished, at cost by Mr. Carl Merrill, 1000 feet of 2/2 inch hose, 
1000 feet of 1% inch hose, Indian Tanks, Nozzles, and other 
small equipment. In these times of war when materials of this 
kind are almost impossible to obtain, | feel that we have been 
very fortunate in getting this amount of equipment. | wish to 
take this opportunity to thank Mr. John Hyde of the S. D. War- 
ren Co., Mr. Carl Merrill of the C. J. Merrill Ventilating Co., who 
are summer residents, Mr. Earl Noyes of the Eastern Fire Equip- 
ment Co., Mr. Willard Libby, together with the townspeople and 
non-residents who have, in any way contributed to the depart- 
ment in making it a success.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the 
citizens of Raymond: 


It is a pleasure to submit the annual report of the 
schools of Raymond for the year ending February, 1944. 

In looking over my report for last year, the year just 
passed is a duplicate of the first two paragraphs. Life 
for everyone is very difficult. The teacher shortage is 
more acute than last year. A recent survey showed about 
50 schools without a teacher and about 1,000 pupils out 
of school because of the teacher shortage in Maine, at the 
present time. If a school is situated off the bus line and 
does not have adequate public bus service, good modern 
boarding places, movies and other entertainment nearby, 
and one grade with an adequate salary, the teachers are 
not accepting the position. The situation will be more 
acute next year. 

The children at North Raymond are attending the Sab- 
bathday Lake school with the exception of James and 
Donandrea Reilley who recently were transferred to the 
eighth grade at Gray. 

Last year I mentioned, as I have for a long time, the 
overcrowded condition of the schools at East Raymond 
and Raymond Village. This year the children are enjoy- 
ing the advantage obtained by having a smaller number 
of grades for each teacher. Raymond has at last become © 
aware that the condition needed to be remedied. Towns 
all around Raymond have made the changes, a long time 
ago, necessary to give the children a more adequate 
education. 

Mrs. Alva Clough and Mrs. Hilda Libby were nomin- 
ated by the superintendent and elected by vote of. the 
School Board and assigned to the upper grades in East 
Raymond and Raymond Village respectively. Two dif- 
ferent Normal Cadets have served the Primary Grades in

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each place. We were indeed fortunate to acquire the ser- 
vices of a successful experienced teacher for the upper 
grades at East Raymond. Mrs. Alva Clough has had sev- 
eral years of successful teaching, in nearby towns, altho 
she left the teaching profession several years ago. We 
were fortunate to be able to retain the services of Mrs. 
Hilda Libby for the upper grades in Raymond Village as 
she has been in the school, at the Village, for a long time 
and is well acquainted with the problems. 

We were very sorry to have the Grammar School room 
at Raymond Village burn. The children were very com- 
fortable there and enjoyed the quarters very much. The 
building purchased by vote of the Town will be just as 
comfortable as soon as a few changes are made. The 
children are comfortable in the Town Hall and have 
stated that they like the quarters better than the original 
school. Sometime, after the war, another room can be 
added to each schoolhouse, but, in the meantime, all the 
schools are as comfortable as we can make them at 
present. 

There are seventeen to be graduated from the eighth 
grade this year. At the end of the seventh grade, one of 
the parents of a seventh grade pupil requested that the 
pupil be allowed to attend high school. This favor could 
not be granted because all pupils must have a diploma or 
certificate certifying that the pupil has completed the 
course of study. The course of study contains the very 
important eighth grade and the certificate could not be 
signed until that grade is successfully completed. There 
would be sixteen other pupils entitled to the same favor. 
When the eighth grade is discontinued in Raymond, the 
town will forfeit the State School Fund, which is nearly 
$1,900 this year. No high school is supposed to admit a 
pupil without the necessary papers and could not collect 
tuition if the pupil did not have the necessary certificate. 
The daily work of the pupil is a very important factor in 
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deciding whether or not the eighth grade has been suc- 
cessfully completed as well as the State Examination. 

In some parts of the town there has been a great deal 
of loose talk regarding school affairs and most of it has 
been untrue and solely for the purpose of prejudicing the 
opinion of those people who do not take the time or trou- 
ble or care to trace down the truth, but are all too ready 
to believe any propaganda placed before them. This sys- 
tematic effort to spread untruths borders on libel and 
slander in some cases and could be treated as such. Those 
people interested to have the truth should search for the 
other two sides of a question. Some one has said that 
there are always three sides to any matter, not just two. 
The three sides are your side, my side and the correct 
side, which may be composed of part of both of the other 
two sides. | 

The understanding and support of most of the citizens 
of Raymond in these difficult times have been appreci- 
ated by school officials. Most of the citizens have been 
just as patient with the shortages in the school life as 
they are in their own lives. School supplies are very dif- 
ficult to obtain due to the manpower shortage. Services 
are difficult to obtain for the same reason. When you 
have to wait for months before obtaining some supply or 
some part, remember that schools have the same prob- 
lem. We shall all perform all our duties to the best of our 
individual abilities, the red tape surrounding these du- 
ties, and our abilities to surmount the difficulties sur- 
rounding us.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public health nursing has been defined as an organized 
community service, rendered by especially trained grad- 
uate nurses to the individual, family and community. 
This service includes the interpretation of medical, san- 
itary and social procedures for the correction of defects, 
prevention of disease and the promotion of health. 

The public health nurse can help the parents to protect 
the child’s health in many important ways, by explaining 
and demonstrating how to carry out the doctor’s recom- 
mendations, by helping the doctor to know the special 
needs of the mother and child, by teaching the mother 
how to care for the baby and aiding her in establishing 
routine for the care so that her responsibilities for the 
well being of all members of the family may be met most 
effectively. | 

The school health program is to safeguard the health 
of the school children by medical and dental examina- 
tions and nursing supervision. Physical examinations 
were given by J. M. Bischoffberger, M. D. to all the pu- 
pils in the Raymond Schools. Home visits were made to 
pupils with defects to assist the families to make the nec- 
essary correction. 

Protection from communicable disease depends upon 
the extent to which the community has been immunized 
against diphtheria and smallpox. An immunization clinic 
was held last spring. The community responded very 
well to this opportunity for the protection against diph- 
theria and smallpox. 3 

An important function of the public health nurse, is the 
supervision of crippled children and giving them medical, 
surgical, hospital and after care services to aid in their 
physical restoration and social readjustment. 

I wish to express my appreciation also to all individ- 
uals who have assisted with the program, especially the 
busy physician. It is to be hoped that the health work 
will be increased during the coming year.

REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


During the past year additional equipment has been 
added to the Fire Truck: We have purchased more hose, 
nozzles, and other minor equipment that was necessary 
to make the Department as efficient as possible. Two 
foam type extinguishers have been installed on the truck 
for small fires, where water cannot be used. One hundred 
and fifty feet of booster hose adds to the speed with 
which the water from the booster tank can be handled. 


_ The Department has been called out eight times during 

the past year. Four times for chimney fires, one of which, 
at Clark’s store, a small fire was smouldering in the roof 
around the chimney, which would have resulted in ser- 
ious consequences, if it had not been checked in time. A 
fire which started in the pine needles near Gifford’s cot- 
tage, was brought under control just before it reached 
the cottage. Another at Gulick’s Camp destroyed a work- 
shop used by the girls, but was kept from spreading to 
the surrounding buildings and woodland. 

There has been but one fire of major proportions, that 
of the building in the center of Raymond Village, which 
housed the upper grades. The fire was not discovered 
until it had gained much headway. About twenty five 
hundred feet of hose was laid, and three lines of water 
_ played on the fire. It was not a question of saving this 
building, but of the buildings on either side, one of which 
(Morton’s Garage) was only ten feet away. Much credit 
is due the firemen and others who helped in keeping this 
fire from spreading. It was a bitter cold night of near 
zero and required over six hours. This'fire has shown a 
definite need for water holes in certain parts of the town, 
where other water is not available. | 

I wish to thank the firemen and citizens of the Town 
of Raymond ‘for their cooperation and donations during 
the past year. . 

The Department wishes to thank the Luther Gulick 
Girl’s Camp, and its Director, Mr. Halsey Gulick, for 
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their donations of $219.74 earned and presented by the 
girls, to the Department. 
Thirteen meetings have been held during the year, 
with an average attendance of twenty members.
